write sober reliable history, is a thing so 
preposterous as to awaken * by 
its very mention. 

But still such books are valuable. We 
like to see them printed. The research of 
such writers brings to light millions of 
historic facts that would otherwise die; 
and thus material is accumulated for the 
use of the true historian. The venom of 
these books counteracts any evil they 
might do. The opinions they urge must 
be judged in connection with the facts 
stated ; and errors of fact are easily correc- 
ted in the light of contemporary knowl- 


Mr. Pollard asserts the remarkable state- 
ment that a small body of Southern men— 
fourteen in number—Mr. Davis one of 
them, formed a conspiracy and planned 
and carried out the whole of the opening 
scene in the drama of secession. The 
fourteen wére the Senators from Florida, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana.
